How Does a Bee Gather and Unload Pollen? } 


Bees hang around in the fall 
after most other insects have 
gone. Hence we notice them 


bee questions to” fill a hive 
with honey. It is too bad a bee 
is so small because we miss 
seeing 86 much of her fasci 
nating life.-If we were small 
as pixies we would, no doubt, 
spend hoysS Watching a bee go 
about her interesting duties. . 

As we all know’ by now, 
every little worker bee is. a 
princess. Like any proper prin 
cess she has her countiess 
duties. She. learns to do each 
one properly and gracefully. 
One of these duties is gathe,- 
ing pollen-and storing it in the 
proper place. 

When she leaves the hive a. 
bee princess is actually off to 
market: And, of course, the 
sensible little lady takes a 
shopping bask®t:-In fact, she 
takes two shopping baskets. 


She has one fixed to each of | 
her back legs. It is called a) 
pollen basket: Let's watch her 
fill a pollen basket with pollen, 
tote it home and unload it. 

The little. princess makes a 
beeline for the store, which is 
a flower. She pushes into wend 
centre of the blossom, pokes in 
her tongue and ladles up the 
sweet nectar. Meantime; the 
little lady’s ,furry body has| 
brushed -against the goldent- 
pollen. 

She is covered with golden 
dust and this Will never do. A 
princess must be rieat at all} 
times. So she gets busy Fixed 
to her six slender legs is an 
assortment of tiny combs and 
brushes. The combs are rows 
of stiff bristles, the brushes | 
tufts of soft hair. First she 
uses the brushes on her mid- 
die legs to remove pollen from | 
her body and other legs. Next | 
she uses combs to remove the 
pollen from these brushes.

Back Legs Combed Clean 


The pollen is removed 
from the combs by a pollen 
packer. This is a pair of 
pincers in the joint of the 
back leg. Each back leg is 
wider than the centre and 
front legs. Along two: sides 
of each rather flat back leg 
is a deep, stiff fringe. The 
leg and .these two fringes 


‘form a pollen basket. As the 


pollen is scraped off the 
combs, it falls in a wadded 
lump into the pollen basket. 


Miss Bee cleans herself 


and loads -her pollen baskets, 


one on each hind leg, in a 
neat, systematic operation. 
With baskets loaded she flies 


straight back to- the hive. 
She knows just where thése 
groceries: go on the pantry 
shelf.. The paritry, of course, 
is a honey comb for storing 
pollen. 

The bee stands on a waxen 
cell and uses her front legs 
to lift the pollen from the 
baskets. She places it into a 
cell; bends over and tamps it 
firmly down with her head.

Not all its 
books will be at this price

happening to the cost of 
living in these parts 

I remember back in 
1936 buying the first Pen- 
guin—-Ariel was the title. 
Penguin Books of Har- 
mondsworth in Middlesex

started all this business of paperbacks, Pen- 
guins, pocket books, call them what you 
will.

U.S. Aviation 
Magazine 
Says It’s Up 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Russia already is flying a 
nuclear - powered bomber, 
the magazine Aviation 
Week reports. It says the 
United States is at least 
four years.behind Russia 
in this respect. 

The magazine said the Rus- 
sian bomber was completed six 
months ago afid has been fly- 
ing in the Moscow. area for 
at least two months. Its test 
flights there have been noted 
by observers from both Com- 
munist and non -Communist 
countries, the magazine added, 

The nuclear - powered plane 
is a military prototype, not 
just a conventional plane fitted , 
with an experimental nuclear 
power plant for test purposes, 
the report said. 

The nuclear power plant was 
described as the simplest kind 
of an atomic engine, a direct 
air cycle design similar to that 
being devéloped by the U.S, 
‘SCEPTICAL’ 


(In Washington Defence Sec- 
retary Neil H. McElroy said 
he is “highly sceptical” of re- 
ports that Russia has flown 
the world's mae atom-powered 
plane. 

He conceded that the Soviets 
may have a “slight lead” over 
the U.S. in ultimate develop- 
ment of a nuclear aircraft 

McElroy said in an interview 
he does not know if the report 
is true or not, but added that 
“I am highly sceptical of it.” 

“But if it is true,” he said, 
“it would be a tremendous jolt 
to us in this country.” 

He-said--the U.S. “does not 
contemplate any change” in its 
program to develop and build 
a plane operated by nuclear 
power even though the Soviets 
may have a “slight lead.”)
